TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
China hinted for the third time 
in a week today at major events 
ahead possibly giving an advan- 
tage to the United States. 


The mysterious suggestion of 
temporary 
Chinese 
reversals 
and American successes in the 
future appeared in the official 
Peking People's Daily. It was 
coupled with an admission that 
setbacks had been encountered 
before and would happen again. 
There was also a warning ot 
Chinese countermoves. 


"They (Uie Americans > may 
get the upper hand of the people 
in some places for some time as

tacks," the paper said. "The 
movement of the people there 
seems to be on the ebb, but in 
reality, a new upsurge is brew- 
ing underneath." 


The article, like two which 
preceded it, failed to explain the 
new pessimism in Peking which 
has replaced

unwavering 
public optimism of the recent 
past. 


Chinese rebuffs in Cuba, In- 
donesia and Ghana may be the 
immediate 
explanation. 
It 
is 
possible 
that 
these 
setbacks 
have touched off sharp criticism 
within 
the 
ruling 
Communist 
party of Chairman Mao Tze- 
tung's hard revolutionary line. 


The articles could also be a 
suggestion to the international 
Communist movement that Pe- 
kijig is prepared to accept the 
decisions cf the coming Soviet 
party congress though they may 
run counter to present Chinese 
pwlicy. Despite their antagonism 
to Moscow, the Cliinese have 
said they \\'ill attend the multi- 
party meeting later this month. 


The earlier articles told the 
Chinese people not to panic if 
setbacks wcie encountered in 
the "twists and turns" cf the 
revolutionary road. Tlie first, a 
week ago, spoke of the likeli- 
hood of "great upheavals" and 
said they were a good thing. 


The emphasis of today's arti- 
cle was on the fact that U.S. 
imjxirialism will be "gradually 
destroyed."

“At the end of the 190 days 
she will end up with a bill of 
j$740 and may then have to en- 
I ter a nursing home where she 
must pay 100 per cent of the 
cost,” Dr. M aniaci said. "And 
this does not pay for the doc­ 
tor unless she was also under 
the supplem ental plan.” 


Supplem ental coverage under 
M edicare does not relieve the 
elderly patient of all costs by 
any means, he continued. 


For exam ple, an 
appendec­ 
tomy may cost $150. The p ati­ 
ent will be required to pay $50 
plus $20 or a total of $70 while 
the goverm nent pays $80. 


May Be Over-Used 


It is anticipated there will be 
over-utilization of hospitals at 
first with the inauguration of 
Medicare, Dr. M aniaci continu­ 
ed. Under the program , doctors 
in hospitals across the countiy 
nm st serve on utilization com ­ 
mittees, reviewing 
cases, 
and 
“see to it that the hospital fa ­ 
cilities are not being m isused.” 


“I ’m sure there are a lot of 
older people w ith lim ited ed u ­ 
cation who think 
that under 
Medicare they are going to be 
I covered for all theii* costs. The 
I bubble of illusion

Then 
over-utilization

ed.

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Farming's Changing Face 


Anyone vlio tlioug*!!! that farming’ was a “way of 
life” and that fanners wouldn’t change stands corrected. 
A lot of tliem have changed. A lot of dairy fanners 
have sold their cows for sausage and gone into the 
beef business. Much less work. 


Even more have quit fanning altogetlier. They’ve 
taken city jobs. Less work and more pay. Tliey aren’t 
apt to be lured back to farming now, even if it pays 
better, because it’s still more work and less pay than 
jobs in industry. 


This process has been going on in the Upper Pen­ 
insula for a long time. In one 10-year period the U.P. 
lost a third of its dairy fanns. Tliey were small farms, 
with small herds, providing a poor sustenance for the 
o\^*ner and his family. They would have been tolerable 
in 1915; thev were <rrossly inadequ«^te in 1965. 
it 
it

While this great shrinkage of American family 
fanning was underway we kept hearing brave talk about 
the increasing efficiency of the modern American farm 
and h o w its drastically fewer numbers kept u d the vol­ 
ume of production created in the time wlien there were 
so many more little farms. The big new units renlaced 
the little old units and still contributed to t)ie chronic 
sui*plus of fann production. We were particularly inter­ 
ested here in the dairy farming situation, because that 
is Mr. Big in Upper Peninsula agriculture. 


And then, so quickly that it surprised even agricul­ 
tural experts, the tide changed. From having run toward 
sui*plus since World War IT more than 20 years ago. it 
suddenly ebbed toward shortages—shoi*tages of milk, 
of beef, of pork. The basic shortage, of course, was farm 
manpower. A lot of farmers had quit fanning; they 
wanted a better life.

The public reacts to this change as sonsitivelv as 
Wall Street reacts to business fortunes. It now fears 
that dairy fanning has been depressed so long and so 
hard and that there will be a shortage of milk. 


The slow process of economic need first knocked 
the fanner into a ditch and now is pulling hiin out and 
urging him. with higher prices, to produce more. Tt isn't 
as easy as it used to be to expand pi*oduction. Farming 
is mechanized and equipment is expensive. Fanners want 
a look at the futui*e and its assurances as never before 
when they make a commitment today, because it’s a 
biff one.

Agfriculture has shifted fix)m a nation of little 
fanners who responded to the incentive of higli prices 
by increasing their production. Now fewei- fai-ms. more 
specialized fanns, pi*oduce the food and the old fringe 
of in-and-outei’s is largely gone. 


There wei*e 51.700 dairy herds in Micliigan in 1059, 
^lichigan State University’s Project 80 at Fanner’s 
Week recently reported that in 11 years Michigan is 
expected to have not more than 9.200 dairy herds! 


Herds of less than 10 cows will disappear, herds 
of under 20 cows will be reduced from 11.000 to 1.000 
and herds of 50 or more cows will increase from 68."i

If dairy farming isn’t able to compete in the labor 
market for comnetent labor there’ll be an even V)igger 
decline in dairy fanns; that, or less expansion of herd 
size beyond what can be cared for with a farm fam il\’s 
labor. 


Tliere were 6?>9.000 ^lichigan cows producing milk 
for market in 1963 and there’ll be only about 450,000 in 
1980, say the MSU propliets. They priKluced an average 
of 9,280 pounds of milk a year and it sliould be up to 
13,000 pounds by 1980. 


The dairy farmer of the future won’t have to work 
as hard as he does todav. but he’ll have to invest morp 
and fann income, while it will rise faster tlian non-farm 
income, will not rise fast enough to close the gap. And 
the escape clause that all economic pi'ophets write into 
their prophecies says that if .scientists find a way of 
preserving dry whole milk for long periods of time the 
impact on the dairy industi-y will be great. And scien­ 
tists ai*e likely to do just that and revolutionize an in­ 
dustry that has had enormous turbulence in the past 
two decades.

York City commuter is. like the 
crab gra.ss on his lawn, a hardy 
type. 


Typically, he rises m the dark 
far out in the suburbs. s|>cnds 
up to two hours riding slow 
trains to the city—often stand­ 
ing up — and rarely sees his 
children from weekend to week­ 
end. 


The commuter thought he had 
it tough enough already, but a 
new trial threatens to be heaped 
on his suffering head. 


If all goes according to plan, 
the commuter soon will be pay- 
mg a city income tax for the 
privilege of working in New 
York. The ta.\ will be on top of 
the federal income tax, the state 
income tax and the taxes he 
pays to support the community 
where his mortgaged castle is. 


Some of the more rebellious 
commuters are threatening to 
move into the city, thus saving 
enou|{h on commutation tickets 
and crab grasf killers to break 
even. 


Mayor J(*n V. Lindsay is a 
kindly man and he hales mak­ 
ing the commuters 
unhappy. 
However, he says the city is in 
‘‘shocking financial condition*' 
and must raise more money for 
its budget. 


“New York,” the mayor said 
recently, **o w m a freat debt to 
its 2i0,006 commuters.

TORONTO (AP) - Cassius 
Clay and Ernie Terrell finally 
have found a homc-away-from- 
home for their heavyweight title 
showdown but the mental road­ 
work involved in the search ap­ 
pears to have backed both fight­ 
ers into a dark corner. 


Toronto received sanction as 
the site of the March 29 bout 
Tuesday, ending a road-show 
that began in Now York and 
touched bases throughout the 
United States and Canada. Con­ 
tracts 
were 
signed 
Tuesday 
night on behalf of the fighters 
following approval of the match 
by Leslie Rowntree, Ontario’s 
labor minister. 


Clay, generally recognized as 
the world champion, and Ter­ 
rell. the World ^x in g Associa­ 
tion titleholder, 
received the 
good news with mixed emotions. 
Both are happy the hunt is over 
but both admitted to being on 
the ropes when word of the ap­ 
proval reached them. 


“They got a fight for us and, 
In a way I’m relieved,” Terrell 
said at his training camp in 
Pleasantville, N.J. 
"But they 
made such a joke out of it that 
it disgusts you.” 


“It’s been all mixed up and 
the way it’s been handled, it’s 
like mental cruelty,” the 6-foot- 
6 Chicagoan complained. 


Clay was in no better frame of 
mind at his Miami, Fla., train­ 
ing headquarters. “If fans want 
to see me beat.’’ said the cham­ 
pion, “tJiey ought to start mak­ 


ing reservations for Toronto.** 
“Terrell has a better chance 
of beating me than either Sonny 
Liston or Floyd Patterson had,” 
Cassius, who prefers his Islamic 
name Muhammad Ali, contin­ 
ued. “I’m out of shape. I’m not 
mentally as good as I should be. 
I am weighted down with pres­ 
sures —• more pressures than I 
had before my two fights with 
Sonny and the Las Vegas fight 
with Floyd.’’ 


Rowntree’s announcement be­ 
fore 
the 
Ontario 
Legislature 
that he had approved the bout 
for Maple Leaf Gardens hfted 
some of the pressure off Main- 
Bout, Inc., the group holding 
closed-circuit television rights 
to the match. Frank Tunney of 
Toronto will promote the fight 
in conjunction with Maple Leaf 
Gardens. 


“We are pleased someone has 
finally looked at this as a sports 
event — which it is — instead of 
something else,'* Mike Malitz o f 
Main-Bout said in New York. 


Main-Bout still has misgiv­ 
ings, however. Theaters have 
been dropping off the television 
hook-up in droves. “We had 
about 280 exhibitors ready to 
show the fi^ t in their thea­ 
ters.’* said Robert Arum, anoth­ 
er Main-Bout executive. “But 
since all the political troubles 
began, we’ve lost 100 of them”
